BULGARIAN exile Georgi 
Markov was killed in 1978 by 
a KGB assassin who spiked 
him with an umbrella on 
Waterloo Bridge in London. 
The umbrella shot a pellet 
laden with deadly ricin into 
the victim. Markov thought it 
was no more than an acciden- 
tal knock and walked off with 
a sore leg. But the poison 
seeped from the pellet and 
killed him four days later. 


STEPHAN Bandera, an 
exiled Ukrainian politician, 
was killed by KGB assassin 
Bogdan Stashynsky in Munich 
in 1959. Stashynsky, now 
serving life for the murder, 
used a cyanide gas gun hidden 
in a newspaper and fired it 
into Bandera's face. 


UKRANIAN President Viktor 
Yushenko fell ill during his 
election campaign in 
September 2004 after a dinner 
with security chiefs, but 
survived. Doctors found the 
poison dioxin in his blood. 


EAST German Wolfgang 
Welsch died after eating 
thallium-laced burgers in 1981 
after being befriended by Peter 
Haack who was ordered to kill 
Welsch by the Stasi, the East 
German secret police. 


IN 2002 Chechen warlord 
Khattab — a key link to 
Islamist militants — received a 
poisoned letter and died. 


NOBEL Prize winner 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn was 
stabbed in the leg by a poison 
knitting needle in 1971, but 
survived.
